LSUS officials unveiled 
plans on Oct. 24 for a new 
signature landmark to be 
constructed on LSUS’s cam- 
pus. The landmark, a brick 
plaza, will be named the Dr. 
Lacy and Edie Williams Cir- 
cle of Excellence. The plaza 
will commemorate the uni- 
versity’s 40-year history as 
an institution of higher edu- 
cation. 

The landmark is the 
largest single privately fund- 
ed capital project in the his- 


$150,000 as the lead donors 
and underwriters of the proj- 
ect. Dr. Vincent Marsala, 
LSUS Chancellor, said the 
Williamses’ contribution is 
significant because now 
when other donors partici- 
pate, their funds will go di- 
rectly towards supporting the 
university and its students. 

The plaza is the highlight 
of the LSUS 40' Anniver- 
sary celebration and the cen- 
terpiece of the LSUS 
2006-2007 Annual Cam- 
paign, which is being spear- 
headed by the LSUS Alumni 
Association and the LSUS 
Foundation. 

The design of the plaza 
was conceptualized by

Shreveport’s Somdal Associ- 
ates Landscape Architect, 
Will Lowe. Lowe’s time and 
the firm’s resources were 
both donated to LSUS. 

The plaza will be con- 
structed adjacent to the east 
side of the circular drive that 
runs in front of the universi- 
ty’s Administration Building 
and Noel Memorial Library 
on the Youree Drive side of 
the campus. Positioned be- 
tween the crepe myrtle-lined 


sidewalks leading to the Uni- 
versity Mall, the plaza is de- 
signed to be a self-contained, 
low-maintenance signature 
landmark complete with 
benches, gardens, an auto- 
matic irrigation system and 
durable, high efficiency 
lighting. 

The groundbreaking for 
the Dr. Lacy and Edie 
Williams Plaza will be in the 
spring of 2007. The official 
dedication will be during the 


4oth Anniversary celebration 
next fall. 

Edie Broyles Williams, a 
1988 LSUS graduate with a 
Bachelor of General Studies 
degree, is a member of the 
LSUS Alumni Association 
Board of Directors. Her hus- 
band, Dr. Lacy Williams, 
who retired as a radiologist 
at Christus Schumpert Med- 
ical Center, is a member of 
the LSUS Board of Direc- 
tors. 
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The couple is excited to be 
a part of the university’s con- 
tinuing legacy. “As a gradu- 
ate of LSUS I know what a 
quality education students 
can receive at LSUS,” Edie’ 
Williams said. She added 
that she is thrilled to be a part 
of what will serve as a “per- 
manent reminder of excel- 
lence.” 

During the Oct. 24 news 
conference, the LSUS Alum- 
ni Association presented the 
Williamses with a crystal 
plaque to memorialize the 
event. The couple will also 
be honored in mid-Novem- 
ber by the Shreveport Chap- 
ter of the Association of 
Fundraising Professionals as 
the 2006 Philanthropists of 
the Year. 

Chancellor Marsala said 
LSUS has been a formidable 
mainstay in Shreveport- 
Bossier and its neighboring 
communities for many years. 
“This institution has been 
making an impact on our 
community, our region and 
the world,’ he said. “The 
Circle of Excellence Plaza 
gives everyone the opportu- 
nity to contribute and em- 
brace the vision for LSUS 
we share with Edie and Lacy 
Williams as we celebrate our 
first 40 years.”

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Spectra magazine finally on its way

It may be presumptuous to 
say that students have been 
eagerly awaiting the publica- 
tion of the 2006 Spectra, but 
the student literary maga- 
zine’s presence has been 
missed. 

“I’m very excited and 
can’t wait to read it,’ Martita 
Claiborne, senior English 
major said. Claiborne won 
both second and third place 
in last semester’s English 
club poetry contest and ex- 
pects both of them to see 


print. 

“This is my fifth year and 
every year I’ve said I’m go- 
ing to (submit something),” 
she said. “This is the first 
year I finally did it.” 

The magazine, which is 
published by the department 
of English, usually arrives at 
the start of each fall semes- 
ter. According to Dr. Dorie 
LaRue, professor of English 
and faculty adviser for Spec- 
tra, delays in the copy edit- 
ing process pushed the 
deadline back. 

“When | look back on it,” 


she said, “I didn’t keep my 
thumb on it to get it in in a 
timely manner. It’s com- 
pletely my fault.” 

LaRue said that Spectra 
should see publication in the 
next two weeks. She is cur- 
rently awaiting a second 
blue-line copy of the maga- 
zine—the final proof—to re- 
turn from the printers. After 
that, she said, Spectra is only 
one step away from comple- 
tion. 

“We just want to make 
sure it’s the best it’s ever 
been,” Daniel Breithaupt, 


senior English major and ed- 
itor of Spectra, said. “That’s 
what it’s about. That’s why 
it’s taking so long.” 

Breithaupt said he was de- 
layed this summer because 
he had only hard copies of 
the content. The task of re- 
typing the entirety of Spectra 
was so time-consuming that 
the crew putting the maga- 
zine together was delayed al- 
most from the start. He also 
cited hold-ups in the copy 
editing process. 

Another factor that held 
Breithaupt back was the 


need to soften his editorial 
introduction. In its original 
form, his story excerpt was 
too sexually explicit to see 
print in Spectra. 

“T had to re-edit (that sec- 
tion) a few times,” Brei- 
thaupt said. “It’s milder 
now.” 

Both LaRue and Brei- 
thaupt were glad to hear that 
students were wondering 
about Spectra’s fate. 

“At least one person in ad- 
ministration is trying to get 
us to think about dropping 
Spectra,” LaRue said. 


McCray back after 
educational leave

Terry Harris, chair of the 
English department, said 
“He was sorely missed dur- 
ing his absence, and we are 
glad to have him back as fac- 
ulty and (as) a colleague.” 

McCray said he loves both 
teaching and his administra- 
tive duties. 

“They both have their ad- 
vantages and disadvantages,” 
he said. “I find teaching 
more challenging—being in 
the classroom helps me stay 
current.” 

McCray started working 
for LSUS in 1999 as a finan- 
cial aid counselor and began 
teaching English classes in 
the fall of 2000. 

Last year he took his edu- 
cational leave of absence to 
study at the University of 
North Texas in Denton.

The regional champi- 
onship tournament will be 
played Noy, 3-4. 

“Right now the biggest 
thing is that we don’t know 
where we’re going to be,” 
head coach Jed Jones said. 
“We know we’ve won our 
conference, and we’ve won 
against a nationally ranked 
opponent. We’re still unclear 
of where that next opponent 
is, though.” 


After LSUS beat the Uni- 
versity of Mobile Rams, the 
No. 17 team in the nation, 
last Friday, the Pilots needed 
one more win to secure their 
conference championship. 
They had two games left 
against teams they had al- 
ready beaten. One of those 
teams was the Loyola Lady 
Wolfpack, who forfeited 
their game because they did 
not have enough healthy 
players. With that automatic 
win, the Lady Pilots won the 
GCAC title. 

Last year LSUS made 
only the quarterfinals be- 
cause they finished in second 
place to the Rams in the con- 
ference. 

Before Friday’s game 
against Mobile, Jones said 
most teams don’t get a sec- 
ond chance at a conference 
championship. He told his 
team to make the most of the 
game. 

And make the most they 
did. The ladies came out and 
took a quick lead 1-0. At 
half-time, however, the score 
was tied I-1. 

To start off the second 
half, the Lady Pilots scored 8 
minutes into it, and goalie 
Kelsi McNew, who is injured 
with an ankle sprain, was 
able to save any attempted 
shots by the Rams to clinch 
the 2-1 victory. 

“If the road (to regionals) 
goes through Mobile, that’s 
the road we’re going to 
take,” Jones said. “We are 
very familiar with the sur- 
roundings, and we believe 
that we’re the better team.”

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‘Flags of our Fathers’ 
is masterpiece movie

The legendary Clint East- 
wood returns to the direc- 
tor’s chair for a focus on the 
men who fought and died 
raising the American flag on 
Mount Suribachi on the Is- 
land of Iwo Jima during 
World War II. The film, 
which stars Ryan Phillippe, 
Adam Beach, Barry Pepper 
and Jesse Bradford, not only 
focuses on the war but on 
how the lives of the men 
who fought in it were 
changed forever by the 
things they had witnessed 
and accomplished. 

Clint Eastwood (“Million 
Dollar Baby”) once again 
uses his many years of film 
expertise to direct yet anoth- 
er silver screen masterpiece. 
His use of cinematography, 
sound and his ability to con- 
vey emotion and _ story 
through people brought this 
movie to Academy-Award 
standards in my book. 

Having cameras sloshing 
through the waters of the 
beach gave the film a grittier 
point of view because it felt 
like I was right there with 


those men on that beach 
fighting my way through a 
hail of bullets and bayonet 
blades. The film moved flu- 
idly; every scene helped to 
enhance the power of the 
next. 

The story was told in such 
a way that I couldn’t get lost, 
but I still had to think and 
wonder what these men had 
to be going through. You see 
the trauma they go through: 
you feel the emotion when 
one of their comrades dies. 
All of these attributes East- 
wood was able to bring to 
my attention, but he didn’t 
bombard me with senseless 
blood and brutality. 

It wasn’t your typical war 
movie; instead, it was fo- 
cused on the lives of the men 
who raised the flag on Iwo 
Jima after they got home 
from overseas. It did have 
scenes where the soldiers 
would have flash backs, but 
it mainly focused on how 
they were considered heroes 
when they came home and 
how they dealt with that. 
Ryan Phillippe and the TV- 
actor John Benjamin Hickey 
gave performances that act- 


ing students should study. 
These guys were phenome- 
nal; from their emotional 
speeches, to their facial ex- 
pressions and body lan- 
guage, they knew their roles 
and they played them with 
the charisma that actors 
should always have. 

When a film is carried by 
a great story and great acting 
there is no need for an abun- 
dance of special effects, but I 
think that was the only prob- 
lém I had with the film. They 
didn’t use squibs (exploding 
blood packets) when people 
would get shot. Instead they 
would computer generate the 
actual bullet hole and then 
add the real-looking blood to 
the bodies when they would 
pan around the battlefield. 
That effect in itself took 
away some of the realism 
from the film but not enough 
to detract from the film as a 
whole. 

“Flags of our Fathers” 
was one of the most pro- 
found war movies | have 
seen since “Full Metal Jack- 
et” or “Platoon.” It was pow- 
erful, emotional and a must 
see for all movie lovers.

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‘Noise Floor’ CD will floor listeners with lyrics

The newest effort from 
Omaha, Neb., band Bright 
Eyes hit the shelves on Nov. 
18. Noise Floor (Rarities: 
1998-2005) is not a collec- 
tion but rather a sampling of 
the myriad loose tracks in 
the Bright Eyes catalog. 

Bright Eyes has a reputa- 
tion for releasing extra tracks 
on vinyl pressings of their al- 
bums, and Noise Floor is no 
exception. The LP, which 
will be available a week after 
the CD, features five addi- 
tional tracks—tarities upon 
rarities. 

Noise Floor featares many 
sought-after songs including 
“I Will Be Grateful for This 
Day,” “Trees Get Wheeled 
Away,” “Amy in the White 
Coat,” with vocals by Maria 
Taylor of Azure Ray, and a 
song from the Books/Bright 
Eyes split seven-inch (which 
goes for a pretty penny on 
eBay) called “The Vanishing 
Act.” 

A special feature of the al- 
bum is “I’ve Been Eating 
(for You),” a song that front- 
man Conor Oberst refers to

as “the meanest song I ever 
wrote” in the album’s liner 
notes. It was originally re- 
leased on a single for the Eu- 
ropean record label, Wichita, 
and accompanied a rendition 
of “Happy Birthday to Me 


(Feb. 15),” appearing in orig- 
inal form on “A Collection of 
Songs Written and Recorded 
1995-1997.” and “Drunk Kid 
Catholic,” a less venomous, 
poppier song, with vocals by 
Todd Baechle, singer/song- 


writer for the Faint. Both 
songs appear on the new al- 
bum. 

Unlike Motion Sickness: 
Live Recordings, released 
last winter, which includes 
the immobilizingly powerful 


track, “When the President 
Talks to God,” Noise Floor 
has left me unsatisfied. Most 
of the tracks were played out 
three, four, six years ago, 
when originally purchased. 
And, the previously un- 
owned tracks aren’t inde- 
pendently strong. 

Yet, it is fun to hear Conor 
cover songs such as, 
“Seashell Tale,’ by M. Ward, 
and “Devil Town,” by Daniel 
Johnston, appearing on The 
Late Great Daniel Johnston: 
Discovered Covered compi- 
lation (2004). “Devil Town” 
is a cutesy, acid-rock-esque 
lofty track about vampires 
and the town of Devil. 

Noise Floor is worth hav- 
ing, but I fear, only for the 
avid Bright Eyes listener. In 
the liner notes, Oberst writes 
that the first track of his 
records serves the purpose of 
“warding off casual listen- 
ers,” typically being some- 
thing random that few would 
call music. 

That description befits this 
entire album. Nevertheless, 
it is an interesting example 
of Oberst’s musical gesta- 
tion.

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ready to hire new faculty

After a year of dealing 
with budget cuts made after 
hurricanes Katrina and Rita 
slammed into the Gulf 
Coast, the college of sci- 
ences has received the green 
light to hire seven new pro- 
fessors. 

Since the hurricanes hit a 
little over a year ago, the en- 
tire state of Louisiana has 
been short on funds. Along 
with other universities in the 
state, LSUS had to put the 
hiring of new faculty on 
hold. 

“Last year, the money that 
we would have had got redi- 
rected because of Katrina 
and Rita,’ said Paul Sisson, 
dean of Sciences. “Because 
we knew the university as a 
whole would be shorthand- 
ed, that money was not spent 
on faculty.” 

“™ Today, the college of sci- 
ences has the highest num- 
ber of vacancies of all LSUS 
colleges. 

Some faculty and staff 
members helped to carry the 
burden by taking additional 
classes “out of the goodness 
of their heart,” said Sisson. 
“Faculty do step up and vol- 
unteer when they realize 
there is a shortage.” 

The missing positions 
were replaced with adjuncts. 
According to Sisson, more 
adjuncts have been used 
since the hurricanes than 
would normally be used. 
“That’s not a bad thing, be- 
cause we're as picky with 
our adjuncts as we are with

our full-time faculty,” he 
said. 

Several hold-offs from 
last year, a few retirements 
this year have left seven 
empty teaching slots in the 
college. 

Specifically, they are 
looking to hire three biolo- 
gists, two mathematicians, 
one chemist and one com- 
puter scientist. These will be 
full-time, tenure-track facul- 
ty members, and the majori- 
ty of them will probably be 
at the assistant professor lev- 
el. 

Although there is a need 
for professors in the college, 
Sisson promises not to hire 
someone “just to fill a posi- 
tion.” 

The available spots will be 
advertised nationally, in pub- 
lications such as the Chroni- 
cle of Higher Education and 
other subject-specific jour- 
nals that are read across the 
nation. 

“Lots of good things can 
happen in different ways,” 
Sisson said. With more pro- 
fessors available, the college 
can offer more classes, as 
well as brand-new classes 
that may not have been 


taught at LSUS before. New - 


research projects may come 
along, and also, new faculty 
members are able to write 
new grant applications, 
which could lead to new 
equipment for the school. 
“It’s always exciting to be 
able to hire new people,” 
said Sisson. “It gives you a 
way to build to the future.”
